Health  Committee 
Sets  1974  Goals

The  OMI  Health  Committee 
will  set  new  priorities  in  respect 
to  long  term  goals  associated 
with  health  needs,  that  it  expects 
to  meet  during  the  coming  year. 
Among  these  are: 

1. To  expand  community  edu¬ 
cation  and  awareness  concerning 
the  health  needs  of  the  area  and 
to  involve  residents  in  order  to 
seek  change  in  the  delivery  of 
health  care  to  the  OMI  com¬ 
munity. 

2.  To  become  more  vocal  in  the 
decision  making  process  of  pro¬ 
grams  and  services  which  direct¬ 
ly  effect  the  residents  of  the  OMI 
area. 

3.  To  develop  a  comprehensive 
plan  for  health  services  and 
facilities  for  the  residents  of  the 
OMI  area. 

4.  To  initiate  action  or  steps 
necessary  to  implement  the 
health  plan. 

5.  To  participate  in  an  intensive 
health  career  recruitment  and 
training  program  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  the  necessary  re¬ 
source  to  implement  health 
programs. 

The  focus  will  be  on  a  series  of 
afternoon  workshops  over  the 
next  coming  months  which  will 
provide  the  necessary  vehicle  for 
better  communication.  The  work¬ 
shops  will  highlight  various 
health  problems  and  concerns  of 
the  neighborhood,  to  include: 

March  —  Mentally  Ill  in  the 
Community. 

May  —  Senior  Citizens  of  our 
Time. 

July  —  Mentally  Retarded 
Needs. 

September  —  Delinquency 
Prevention. 

November  —  Drug  Abuse. 

January  —  Nieghborhood 
Health  Center. 

Key  speakers  will  be  contacted 
to  address  the  workshops  in  their 
areas  of  expertise.  Announce¬ 
ments  will  be  made  in  the  OMI 
News.  Community  participation 
is  welcomed.

Secondary  School 
Integration - 
Round  One 

The  Board  of  Education's  dc 
cision  January  5  to  reject 
Superintendent  Morena’s  recom¬ 
mended  integration  plan  echoed 
the  view  provided  by  two  local 
parent  group  leaders  to  the  OMI 
News. 

The  plan  proposed  a  desegra- 
tion  process  over  a  period  of 
three  years  with  the  7th  and  10th 
grade  classes  achieving  racial 
balance  in  the  Fall  of  1974,  the  8th 
and  11th  in  1975  and  the  9th  and 
12th  in  1976.  Arguments  at  the 
meeting  (which  included  the 
melee  between  the  people  and 
Nazi  group)  were  totally  in 
opposition  to  the  proposal,  with 
speaker  after  speaker  describing 
it  as  too  slow  and  too  disruptive. 

In  a  statement  prepared  for  the 
Board,  Mrs.  Robert  Poverello, 
Chairwoman  of  the  Lincoln  High 
School  Steering  Committee,  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  plan  had  been 
prepared  to  meet  eligibility  re¬ 
quirements  for  federal  monies, 
and  without  too  much  regard  for 
the  plan’s  effect  on  education. 
She  wrote  "While  w’e  agree  we 
must  totally  desegregate  all 
secondary  schools  we  do  not 
believe  it  should  be  done  for 
financial  gain,  but  rather  for  the 
purpose  of  true  integration  both 
in  the  student  body  and  staff.” 

Mrs.  Poverello  continued  her 
objections  by  pointing  to  the 
plan’s  failure  to  include  school 
staff  in  its  provisions;  she  main¬ 
tains  that  “we  have  always  felt 
that  mandatory  in-service  train¬ 
ing  for  staff  would  be  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  success  of  true 
integration.”  She  described  the 
plan  as  “designed  for  failure.” 

Mr.  Charles  C.  Cox,  President 
of  the  Aptos  Jr.  High  PTA  wrote 
the  Board  that  Aptos  appeared  to 
meet  State  guidelines  and  found 
“little  to  commend  a  plan  to 
reassign  students  to  achieve  what 
is  already  an  established  fact.” 

The  Board  responded  to  such 
objections  by  returning  the  prob¬ 
lem  to  the  School  District  staff 
who  must  devise  another  plan

Multi-Culture 
Institute 
Seeks  S.F.  Site

The  Multi-Culture  Institute, 
housed  for  three  years  in  OMI,  is 
alive  and  spreading  its  influence, 
though  without  a  site  for  a  school 
in  San  Francisco  at  present. 

Since  the  demonstration  school, 
of  325  pupils  three  to  twelve  years 
of  age,  was  displaced  by  plans  for 
development  of  Homewood  Ter¬ 
race  on  Ocean  Avenue,  the 
Institute  has  carried  on  in  an 
advisory  capacity,  offering 
school  boards  and  parochial 
schools  its  concept  of  an  approach 
to  integrated  education  which 
celebrates  the  diverse  ethnic 
backgrounds  and  traditions  of  the 
children. 

In  New  York  City,  Public 
School  75  is  preparing  to  become 
a  demonstration  school  for  the 
Multi-Culture  approach  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1974;  and  its  faculty  is 
now  undergoing  training  by  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Institute.  In 
Seattle,  training  has  just  begun  to 
convert  one  or  two  schools  on  the 
San  Francisco  model. 

A  summer  program  with  all  the 
features  of  the  full-time  school 
was  conducted  at  Frederic  Burk 
School  in  1973  for  educators  from 
all  over  the  country,  with  the 
enthusiastic  cooperation  of  the 
regular  principal,  Mr.  Samuel 
Wright;  and  a  similar  demon¬ 
stration  is  planned  for  1974  and 
future  summers. 

A  proposal  from  the  Institute’s 
board,  with  the  Hon.  Terry 
Francois  as  president,  is  now 
under  consideration  by  the  board 
of  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District,  calling  for  conversion  of 
one  elementary  school  to  the  MCI 
model,  with  voluntary  participa¬ 
tion  of  children  who  would  regu¬ 
larly  be  assigned  to  that  site,  plus 
a  limited  number  from  other 
sites,  selected  according  to  tfie 
dates  of  their  applications. 

The  curriculum  of  a  Multi- 
Culture  School  includes,  besides 
State  requirements,  ethical  con¬ 
cepts  and  emphasis  on  language, 
history  and  culture  for  members 
of  large  ethnic  groups. 


The  OMI  Community  Planning 
Committee  and  interested  citi¬ 
zens  met  recently  with  Mark 
Raffinelli  of  Doric  Development 
Corp.  and  architect  Robert 
Herman  to  discuss  the  revised 
plans  for  the  condominium  de¬ 
velopment  on  the  Homewood 
Terrace  site,  and  the  possibility 
of  including  buildings  suitable  for 
community  use  on  the  commer¬ 
cial  portion  of  the  property. 

There  will  be  a  planning  com¬ 
mission  hearing  on  March  7  on 
the  new  plans  for  the  residential 
area.  Prompt  approval  is  ex¬ 
pected  and  construction  will 
begin  in  July.  The  revised  plan 
calls  for  70  three  bedroom  units 
and  102  two  bedroom  units 
(including  30  townhouses)  with 
prices  ranging  from  $43,000  to 
$50,000. 

The  commercially  zoned  por¬ 
tion  of  Homewood  Terrace  along 
Ocean  Avenue  will  not  be  de¬ 
veloped  at  this  time.  Doric 
Development  has  not  yet  ac¬ 
quired  Pacific  Telephone’s  piece 
of  the  property,  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  is  under  litigation.  How¬ 
ever,  tentative  plans  are  for  a 
mixed  residential  and  commer¬ 
cial  development  of  two  or  three- 
story  buildings. 

OMI-CA  has  long  taken  the 
position  that  community  needs 
and  interests  should  be  taken  into 
consideration  in  planning  the 
development  of  this  unique 
property  and  has  been  looking 
into  the  possibility  of  locating  a 
health  center  or  new  branch 
library  there.  Mr.  Raffinelli  had 
no.  objections  and  is  willing  to 
cooperate  with  the  community  in 
further  investigating  these  pos¬ 
sibilities. 

In  three  periods  a  week,  pupils 
are  divided  into  ethnic  groupings, 
with  mixed  groups  for  those 
whose  backgrounds  are  not  pre¬ 
sent  in  large  enough  number. 
Such  children  learn  about  many 
cultures,  including  those  repre¬ 
sented.  Once  a  week  the  different 
groups  share  some  of  what  they 
are  learning.  Every  child  in  the 
school  studies  a  second  language. 

Dr.  Frances  Sussna,  founder  of 
the  Multi-Culture  Institute,  is 
travelling  in  Europe  at  present 
under  a  grant  from  the  Ford 
Foundation,  offering  her  experi¬ 
ence  to  many  educational  institu¬ 
tions,  after  spending  the  month  of 
November  in  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation  villa  at  Bellagio, 
Italy,  meeting  scholars  in  various 
fields  from  many  parts  of  the 
world.  She  has  had  special 
invitations  to  present  her  concept 
to  educators  in  Israel,  France 
and  England. 

In  1969,  OMI  Community 
Association  endorsed  the  concept 
and  approach  of  the  Multi- 
Culture  Institute. 

(Zone  6  Community  Worker 
Lorene  Arvie,  has  written  Dr. 
Hopp,  SFUSD  Board  President, 
requesting  that  the  office  be 
informed  of  the  times  and  places 
of  any  meetings  concerning  MCI, 
so  that  Zone  6  interests  will  be 
represented.  Frederick  Burke  is 
being  considered  as  a  site;  Ms. 
Arvie’s  position  is:  “We  are  not 
against  the  program,  but  are 
against  losing  another  school  in 
our  OMI  area.”)

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TASK  FORCE  ON  SENIOR  CONCERNS

The  OMI  Task  Force  on 
Problems  of  the  Aging  has  been 
meeting  regularly  and  has  taken 
into  account  the  unmet  needs  of 
both  the  well  and  not  so  well 
population.  It  has  become  evident 
that  health  problems  are  a  major 
concern  to  the  aged  of  this 
district,  with  transportation  be¬ 
ing  a  close  second. 

The  Task  Force  concluded  that 
what  would  really  meet  the  needs 
would  be  a  neighborhood  health 
center.  This  was  reported  to  the 


District  V  Comnjunity  Advisory 
Committee  by  two  members  of 
the  Task  Force  and  discussed  by 
the  Advisory  Committee.  A  sug¬ 
gestion  for  a  pilot  project  which 
could  be  used  with  modifications 
and  adaptations  by  other  neigh¬ 
borhoods  in  the  city  was  dis¬ 
cussed. 

At  this  press  time  plans  for  a 
neighborhood  health  center  are 
being  “muddled”  over  by  the 
OMI  Health  Committee  which  is 
tossing  “Bouquets”  to  the  Task 
Force  for  their  long  range 
planning. 


Cal.  Taxpayers 
Get  A  Break

Assemblyman  Willie  Brown) 

A  renter  credit  is  available  to 
all  renters  for  the  1973  state 
income  tax  returns. 

This  is  a  credit  against  the  tax 
owed,  and  if  the  allowable  credit 
exceeds  the  tax  owed,  the  renter 
will  get  a  refund.  THUS  RENT¬ 
ERS  SHOULD  FILE  RETURNS 
AND  GET  REFUNDS  EVEN  IF 
NO  TAX  IS  OWED. 

The  credit  is  for  all  “qualified 
renters;”  that  is,  those  who  1) 
were  California  residents  on 
March  1,  1973  and  2)  rented  and 
occupied  California  premises 
constituting  the  principal  place  of 
residence  on  March  1,  1973. 

The  credit  is  not  related  to  the 
amount  of  rent  paid,  but  is  based 
on  adjusted  gross  income.  The 
credits  allowed  range  from  $25  to 
$45.  A  person  does  not  qualify  for 
the  renter  tax  credit  if  he  lives 
with  someone  who  claims  him  as 
a  dependent;  if  the  individual  or 
his  spouse  gets  the  benefit  of  the 
homeowner’s  exemption;  if  the 
property  rented  is  exempt  from 
taxes;  or  if  the  individual  or  his 
spouse  received  public  assistance 
grants  which  included  an  al¬ 
lowance  for  housing  needs.

Board  Briefs

Officer  James  W.  Norman,  Assistant  Deputy  Project  Director  of 
I  Minority  Recruitment  Program  appeared  before  the  Board  to  tell  of 
the  preparation  course  for  Civil  Service  carried  out  through  the  Police 
Officers’  Association  at  John  Adams  Adult  School.  They  have  already 
graduated  50  students  and  another  class  is  underway.  They  also  have 
been  attempting  to  get  Civil  Service  requirements  changed,  height 
being  one  of  these.  Sam  Craig  serves  as  liaison  for  the  OMI 
community. 

The  Board  heard  complaints  from  neighbors  in  the  vicinity  of  a 
Nursery  School  on  Shields  Street,  and  took  action  to  oppose  the  plan  at 
this  time  in  a  hearing  before  the  City  Planning  Commission.  This  was 
done  on  the  basis  that  residents  in  the  area  had  not  received  proper 
legal  notice  of  the  hearing. 

Following  negotiations  with  city  officials  a  letter  has  been  sent  to 
Mr.  S.M.  Tatarian,  Director  of  Public  Works  Department  requesting  a 
Limited  Use  Recreation  area  at  the  dead  end  streets  between  Head 
and  Arch  at  Brotherhood  Way.  The  request  is  for  fencing  off  the  area 
with  the  expectation  that  there  will  be  benches  for  parents  of  tots  and 
Senior  Citizens,  sand  boxes,  jungle  gym,  and  basketball  hoops. 

Members  of  the  OMI  community  are  meeting  with  Mr.  Raffinelli  of 
the  Doric  Construction  Company,  which  is  developing  the  Homewood 
Terrace  property,  to  discuss  ways  in  which  the  community  can  work 
with  the  construction  company  toward  securing  needed  community 
facilities  at  that  site. 

An  orientation  program  is  planned  for  old  and  new  board  members  1 
in  order  that  they  may  be  better  able  to  carry  out  their  responsibilities 
of  representing  the  OMI  community  through  developing  policies  for 
dealing  with  neighborhood  problems  as  they  arise.

Effective  January  1,  1974,  the  existing  state  welfare  programs  for 
the  aged,  blind  and  disabled  were  replaced  with  a  federal  program  — 
Supplemental  Security  Income  (SSI)  —  administered  by  the  Social 
Security  Administration  (SSA). 

Since  my  office  has  received  numerous  requests  for  assistance 
under  the  new  program,  I  will  review  the  major  differences  between 
the  old  and  the  new  programs.

The  Board’s  responsiveness  to 
the  people’s  dissatisfaction  was 
clear,  and  done  in  the  face  of  the 
loss  of  certain  federal  funds. 
The  participation  of  the  public 
was  certainly  a  critical  factor  in 
the  Board’s  decision.

One  of  our  good  neighbors,  who  chose  to  be 
identified  only  as  Zabelle,  took  umbrage  at  my 
unguarded  comments  regarding  Abelmoschus 
esculentus  (okra  to  be  uninitiated).  Now,  in  my 
own  defense,  I  will  accord  this  little  vegetable  a 
place  in  gumbos,  stews,  and  as  a  pickle. 

The  French,  on  the  other  hand,  prefer  to  blanche  them  in  hot  salted 
water,  soak  them  in  oil,  lemon  juice  and  salt,  dip  them  in  batter  and 
then  deep  fry  them. 

Our  anonymous  contributor  telephoned  the  following  recipe  to  my 
wife  with  the  hope  of  “tricking  him  into  trying  okra.” 

ZABELLE’S  TRICK 
lb.  small,  tender  okra 
I  Ig.  onion  (julienne  lengthwise) 

I  Ig.  can  tomatoes 
I  clove  garlic,  minced 
salt  and  pepper  to  taste 
'm  tsp.  dill  weed 
•x  tsp.  oregano 
tsp.  parsley 
4  tsp.  butter  or  oil 

Trim  okra  stems,  being  careful  NOT  TO  CUT  INTO  THE  OKRA. 
Soak  for  >2  hour  in  cold,  salted  water  with  a  few  dashes  of  vinegar. 
Saute  onion  and  garlic  in  butter  until  golden;  add  tomatoes,  salt, 
pepper,  and  spices.  Bring  to  a  boil  and  reduce  to  simmer.  Add 
RINSED  whole  okra;  cook  until  tender.

$2,250  for  a  couple.  You  can  own  a  car.  You  can  own  the  house  you  are 
living  in.

Lawn  Problems?  | 


By  BILL  FULLER 


The  Night  Ministry  is  exactly 
that  —  a  ministry  to  people 
during  the  night  time  hours.  This 
ministry  is  especially  important 
because  there  is  so  little  else 
available  during  these  hours.  It  is 
unique  in  that  it  not  only  provides 
a  switchboard  but  also  employs  a 
professional  counselor,  Don 
Stuart,  who  is  out  on  the  street 
during  the  night  seeking  and 
meeting  with  people  who  have 
problems. 

Don  says  that  he  is  not 
aggressive  in  terms  of  contacting 
people  but  makes  himself  easily 
available;  he  wears  a  clerical 
collar  so  that  he  is  recognizable 
as  a  minister.  There  are  some 
public  places  where  Don  goes 
regularly  but  many  contacts  are 
made  simply  out  on  the  streets. 
Don  stresses  that  he  is  on  call  to 
go  anywhere  in  the  city  where 
there  is  a  problem,  but  he  spends 
most  of  his  time  in  the  “Tender¬ 
loin.” 

Don  came  to  San  Francisco  to 
set  up  the  Night  Ministry  over 
nine  years  ago.  The  original  idea 
was  conceived  by  Bill  Grace,  who 
encouraged  the  San  Francisco 
Council  of  Churches  to  sponsor 
the  Night  Ministry.  OMI’s  Doug 
Siden  was  an  early  proponent  of 
Night  Ministry  and  served  on  the 
Board  for  a  time.  Besides  the 
Council,  the  Night  Ministry  has 
had  continuing  help  from  the 
Salvation  Army,  the  YMCA  and 
Traveler’s  Aid. 

Determining  the  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  the  Night  Ministry  is 
difficult,  particularly  since  the 
contacts  are  often  brief  and 
extensive  follow-up  is  difficult. 
But  there  have  been  about  35,000 
calls  made  to  the  switchboard, 
and  at  least  3,000  of  these  have 
been  potential  suicides.  Don  feels 
that  the  Night  Ministry  is  meeting 
some  needs  of  some  people  at  a 
time  when  they  have  severe 
problems.

When  Don  talks  about  the  needs 
of  the  Night  Ministry,  he  starts 
with  the  need  for  sympathetic 
volunteers.  He  stresses  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  telephone  minis¬ 
try.  “The  greatest  problem  we 
face  is  loneliness,”  Don  says,  and 
he  feels  this  problem  manifests 
itself  in  alcoholism,  suicidal 
tendencies,  promiscuity  and 
other  self-destructive  behavior. 
He  says  that  this  city  is  made  up 
of  many  people  who  are  unable  to 
make  friends.  So  the  .volunteer 
can  try  to  be  a  friend,  particular¬ 
ly  in  times  of  greatest  need  and 
can  refer  them  to  other  agencies 
if  necessary. 

There  is  always  a  need  for 
money  to  keep  the  program 
going.  There  are  a  paid  staff  and 
other  expenses.  Also,  Night 
Ministry  has  a  food  closet  and 
there  is  always  a  need  for  food  for 
families  in  distress. 

Don  would  also  like  to  develop  a 
daytime  follow-up  program.  This 
would  allow  the  Night  Ministry  to 
maintain  a  relationship  with 
many  of  the  people  encountered 
during  the  night.  Many  people, 
for  one  reason  or  another,  do  not 
have  the  initiative  to  follow  up  on 
their  own  the  next  day. 

Don  talks  about  himself  with 
some  reluctance.  He  is  an 
ordained  clergyman  in  the  United 
Church  of  Christ.  He  is  from  the 
Midwest,  he  has  two  grown 
children  and  his  training  was 
obtained  in  the  Midwest.  His  first 
parish  was  in  rural  Kansas  and 
from  there  he  went  to  Lincoln, 
Nebraska,  to  do  new  church 
development.  From  Lincoln,  Don 
came  to  San  Francisco.  Night 
Ministry  is  also  fortunate  to  have 
an  Associate  Minister  —  Chuck 
Lewis.  Chuck  now  works  two 
nights  a  week  for  the  Ministry. 
He  is  from  Pennsylvania  and  is  a 
pastor  in  the  Lutheran  Church  of 
America.  He  is  pastor  of  the 
North  Beach  Fellowship.

Have  you  considered  getting 
rid  of  your  lawn  by  digging  it  up 
and  replacing  it  with  concrete  or 
pebbles  to  get  away  from  the 
weekly  mowing  chore?  If  so, 
don’t  do  ft.  Sunset  Magazine 
reports  that  by  so  doing  you  may 
decrease  the  value  of  your 
property  by  as  much  as  $1,000. 
Not  only  do  you  devaluate  your 
own  property  but  also  downgrade 
the  whole  neighborhood,  affecting 
the  values  around  you. 

This  fact  has  also  been  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Assessor’s  Office. 
The  appraiser  does  not  take  into 
consideration  all  your  land¬ 
scaping,  but  he  looks  at  the 
neighborhood  as  a  whole.  Where 
there  is  a  street  of  neatly  tended 
lawns  and  green  trees  the  value 
of  the  area  is  enhanced.  Each 
house  is  favorably  affected  by  the 
others,  and  the  amenities  of  the 
neighborhood  are  reflected  in  the 
sale  price  for  an  individual  home. 

Jf  you  are  tired  of  pushing  the 
lawn  mower,  before  you  consider 
putting  in  concrete  or  pebbles, 
give  some  thought  to  one  of  the 
ground  covers  which  require 
little  care.  Of  course  there  is 
nothing  that  sets  off  a  home  like  a 
neatly  tended  lawn.  However,  a 
pleasing  effect  can  be  secured 
from  Vinca  Minor,  Ivy-leaf 
Geranium,  Ivy,  preferably  small- 
leafed  Hahn,  or  any  other  ground 
cover  that  your  nursery  man  may 
suggest.  These  do  not  require 
much  work  to  care  for  and  they 
will  help  retain  the  value  of  your 
own  home,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
neighborhood.
